MARINE INSURANCE MEN ARE 
ASKED FOR 


The Grand Jury Anxious to Know 
How a Certain Bill in the Leg- 
islature Was Hocus-

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.— The marine 
insurance men in this city and their at- 
torney at. „ L. L. Bromwell, 
‘have been asked by the grand jury to ex- 
plain how a change in a bill now pending 
before the was brought 
about. 

Early in the ieee of the Legislature 
it was announced that Insurance ‘Commis- 
sioner Higgins had prepared two or three 
bills which would more effectively regu- 
late the underwriting business in this 
State. One of these bills provided that. 
no foreign company should be allowed to 
do business in California unless it should 
be shown to have ‘on deposit in the 
United States securities worth at least 
$200,000. This bill, M it had been made a 
law, would have affected very few fire in- 
surance companies, but would have term- 
inated the existence in the State of nearly 
a score of minor companies of foreign 
birth. Among these companies are several 
having headquarters in Germany, four in 
China, one in Japan, two in Switzerland, 
one in Italy, one in France and others in 
other countries. 

‘The marine companies paid an assess- 
ment from $100 to $200 each. The sum 
is said to have been given to Bromwell, 
who acted as lobbyist. The bill passed 
is practucally killed by a change in the 
wording by adding “‘fire,”—that no foreign 
fire company shall do business. It is said 
the grand jury will indict Many prominent

SAVANNAH, (Ge.,) Feb. 26.—This has 
been the most night in the his- 
tory of Savannah. For five hours the city 
bas trembled on the verge of religious 
riots. The entire white military force of 
the city except the artillery has been on 
duty; there are ten infantry companies 
and the tela Huzzars, the latter being 
dismounted, A mob estimated at from 3000 
to 5000, the gheater part being Catholics, 
has challenged their forbearance to the 
extreme. But for the coolness of, Mayor 
Meyers ani the commanding the 


troops biged might bave been shed. Bayo- 


net chargés wert made several times to 
clear thé streets (but the mob which gath- 
ered about Masonic Temple, one of the 
prominent buildings of the city and situ- 
ated in the heart of Savannah, stubbornly 
refused tp. retire, 

For three days it has been apparent 
that grave trouble was brewing. The city 
had been fiberally placarded with notices 
that ex-Priest Slattery and his wife, de- 
scribed aS an er nun, would lecture here 
on Cathélielsm: Members of the Ancient 
Order of Mivernlans at once took steps 
to prevent. their appearance here. Peti- 
tions were circulated asking Mayor 
Meyers i refuse permission to the ex- 
priest to Hold his lecture. The petitions 
said that it Slattery was allowed to speak 
there would de disorder and riot. About 
500 persons signed the petition. Wher it 
was presented to the Mayor by a commit- 
tee of twelve Catholics, including the 
presidents Of two Givisions of the Ancient 
Order of Hilbernians he handed them a 
written Opinion from the Corporation At- 
torney to the effect that he, as Mayor, 
had no er to abridge the right of

All of today it had been rum- 
ored that mobs would come from different 
sections of the city and that Slattery 
would be killed. The fact that he was

asd raised an intense feeling among Cath- 


olics. 


Mayor Meyers ested: instructions to 
‘Chief McDermott to have the entire avail- 
able police force on hand at Masonic Tem- 
ple. Fifteen policemen were stationed 
inside the hall, and thirty others were 
massed in front. By 7 o’clock several 
hundred people had collected. When 
Slattery arrived the mob had not assumed 
large enough proportions to cope with the 
police. By 8 o'clock a howling mob of 
over 1500 people surrounded the hall. In 
the hall there was an audience of about 
1000, including a number of ladies. The 
‘lecture had hardly begun before brickbats 
and cobblestones began to rain on the 
windows. The police had closed all the 
heavy inside shutters, thus saving the 
audience from injury, only two or three 
being injured by falling glass. The rest 
of the police force was called out and fifty 
men were soon in front of the hall. The 
mob made rushes to secure an entrance but 
| were driven back by force. By 9 o’clock 


the mcb had grown to between 3000 and 


4000. Window after window im the Ma- 
sanic Temple was crashed. Crjes of kill 
him,” “down with Slattery,” “death to 
the renegade, were heard.

Do not render 
N mecessary to shed blood here tonight.” 

A few of those he addressed shook the 

viear-general by the hand and left, but 
the majority stood still. 
‘ Maj. Mildrem and others urged the mob 
to disperse, but to no purpose. With a 
double line of soldiers a block was formed, 
and while the rest of the military kept 
the crowd back, nearly all of the audi- 
ence passed out of the hafl amid hisses. 

Slattery and his wife and a few men re- 
mained in the hall. 

Col. W. W. Gordon, of the First Georgia 
Cavalry, informed Slattery and his wife 
that it was his intention to leave the 
First Regiment and the Hussars to pro- 
tect her while the guard escorted Slat: 
tery to the Pulaski House. 

It was some time before she would con- 
sent to leave her husband. She was as- 
sured that under no circumstances would 
the mob be allowed to harm him. The 
guards then banked around the door of 
the hall with the police and Slattery was 
brought down. As he came out with the 
police. and the Mayor there was a howl 
from the mob, but the military charging 
pushed it back in all directions. Slat-, 
tery was placed in the center of the mili- 
tary and, headed by a detachment of 


1 police and with foot police on 


the sides and four companies of infantry, 
amid hisses and jeers marched to his 
hotel. At the hotel a mob of 500 or 600 
gathered. The military made a solid mass 
in front of the entrance, presented ba:yo- 
nets, and Slattery walked in. A detach- 
ment of police was left at the hotel to 
guard him over night. Every door to the 
hotel was locked and guarded. At Ma- 
sonic Hall the other companies remained. 
as a guard for Mrs. Slattery and to pre- 
vent further damage to property. Finding 
‘that Slattery bad gone the mob largely 
dwindled away.

ELECTION OF OFFICERS FOR THE

Two Councils are Created, an Upper 
and a Lower One, Constructed on 

the Lines of the United | 


States Congress.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The annual 
session of the National Council of Women 

was held today. The election of officers 
. the ensuing year took place, and a 
number of important changes in the con- 
stitution of the council were adopted, the 
principal change being the creation of an 
upper and lower council. The upper 
branch will be composed of the delegate 
and president of each of the national as- 
sociations and the presidents of State 
councils and chairmen of the standing 
committees. Patrons of the council will 
be allowed to choose to serve in either 
branch, having no vote, however. The 
lower council will consist of delegates of 
State councils and the president and dele- 
gate of the local councils. A national 
matters will be passed upon in the upper 
house, and the lower branch will transact 
local business. The new officers are: 
President, Mary Low Dickinson of New 
Tork. who is also president of the na- 
tional o tion of King’s Daughters: 
vice-president-atdarge, Anna B. Shaw, 
Phitadelphia; corresponding secretary, Lou- 
‘se Bernum Robbins of Michigan; first re- 
cording secretary, Emeline Burkngame 
Cheney of Maine; second recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. Helen Finley Bristol of Quincy, 
III.; treasurer, Hannah J. Bailey of Maine.

Shields.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.—(Spectal 
Dispatch.) It looks as though England 
would back the claim against Chile of ~ 
the late Patrick Shields for $100,000

This affair took place 
after the Baltimore sailors had been 
attacked by Chileans. The claims of 
the Balitmore men were paid in part, 
having been taken up by the United 
States. 

Shields was on an American sip 
with an American crew and sailed um- 
der the American flag. but he had 
never been naturalized, and as he was 
a British subject the Minister front this 
country would not interfere, So when 
damages. were almost in sight for 
Shields he lost the case and had to be- 
gin again. His only chance now was 
to interest the British government 10 
the extent of taking up his ease.

How the Tsar Danced at the Winter Palace and Led the Music 
of His Private Band—Toilettes at the Great Court B al 
The Private Lite and Character of the 
Russian Empress. 


(From an English Correspondent.)

LONDON, Feb. 2.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) The death of the late Tsar, followed 
so closely by that of the devoted wife of 
Prince Bismarck, reminds me forcibly of 
a visit which I paid under unusually fa- 
verable auspices to St. Petersburg, some 
few years ago, and set me searching for 
a diary which I kept in those days, and 
never thought to find so useful. 

It was early in January when I started, 
armed with the best introductions obtain- 
able. We made straight for the eastern 
capital, merely breaking the journey for 
a couple of days in Berlin, from which 
St. Peterpburg is reached after two days’ 
and two nights’ traveling. 

Early in the morning a cup of weak 
tea, or ‘“‘tachi,’’ as the Russians call it, 
with a roll was brought to us in the 
train, there being Wo kinds of tea from 
which we could make our choice, the one 
with milk, and the other with merely a 
slice of lemon in it, according to the cus- 
tom of the country. Later on we stopped 
long enough to allow us to take dejeuner

peculiar etiquette of Russian official lite. 
All railways in Russia. are State undertak- 
ings. The statlon- masters are Tchinov- 
niks,” that is to say, officials holding a 
“Tchin” or office direct from the Tsar,

of this officials varies considerably, al 
Tchinovniks are considered on an equal 
footing in public 8 because each holds 
his Tehin from the Tsar. So our two fel- 
low-travelers, though Téhinovniks of high | 
position, thought nothing of dining with

‘The first peculiartty of the Russian peo- 
ple that interested me was the costume of 
the peasant girls whom one saw in the 
railway stations. In spite of the inteuse 
cold they all wore cotton gowns, which 
seemed so out of keeping with the sheep- 
skins with which they were partially cov- 
ered; but cotton and sheepskin are alike 
about the cheapest materials procurable in 
the country. We were much impressed by 


the beauty of the sunset reflections over

Two days after we arrived we received 
a summons to attend at the Anitchkoff 
Palace, where the Emperor and Empress 
reside during the winter, although the 
great entertainments take place at the fa- 
mous winter palace. The Anitchkoff Pal- 
ace is a very splendid building, luxuriously 
furnished: As several members of the 
‘corps diplomatique had to be presented 
first, we waited in an anteroom, but were 
not sorry, as the Lord Chamberlain, the 
mistress of robes and one of the ladies in 
waiting conversed pleasantly with us in 
French, assuring us that we need not feel 
in the least nervous, as the Empress had a 
‘happy knack of immediately setting every 
one at ease. This she certainly did in the 
most gracious way possible, talking to us 
in English, and insisting that we should 
de seated while: she talked. She asked 
when we had last seen her sister. the 
Princess ot Wales, and told us how de- 
voted she was to her, ‘and how she seemed 
never to get accustomed to the separation, 
but looked forward all the year round to 
the annual family gathering in Denmark 
in the autumn. She told us, too, that her 
children regularly corresponded with ‘heir 
first cousins, the children of the Prince 
Princess of Wales in England. 

e lady who is now Dowager Empress 
of Russia, although not so beautiful as 
the Princess of Wales, bore a striking 
resemblance to her sister; that is to say, 
She had the same grace and charm of 
‘manner, and was very similar, though 
somewhat shorter in figure. Her room 
was tastefully arranged, the walls hung 
with handsome crimson damask and the 
sofas and chairs en suite. Quantities of 
flowers of all kinds in pots and vases 
stood about the room, and there were 
numbers of ‘photgraphs on the tables of 
the European royalties and the Empress’ 
personal friends among the Ruésian aris-

never seen in any other part of the world. 
| Great was our excitement when our train 
ran into the station of the Russian capital. 
On ‘the platform we found the British Am- 
bassador awaiting us with a warm wel- 
come, and his own sledge, wherein we 
Grove swiftly and noiselessly through the 
streets to the British Embassy. I know of 
nothing more exhilarating than the first 
experience of sledge-driving in St. Peters- 
burg. with the tinkling bells and the 
handsome liveries of the coachmen shou:- 
ing at each other as they passed by. 

At dinner that evening we had our first 
experience of the ‘‘sagouska,’’ a cu:‘om 
peculiar to Russia. On the way to the din- 
ing-room you pass through an ante-cham- 
ber, where you stop to partake of the sa- 


Fouska, which can best be described as a 


course preliminary to the dinner itself, 
answering very much to the ordinary hors 
Woeuvre, but served with some kind of 
liquor as an appetizer. The gentleman 
who takes you in to dinner himself fetches 
whet you fancy from the buffet. I myself

Shortly after our arrival the Tsar, to 
whom we had not before been p 
sent for us, and was most 9 and 
civil, talking freely in French, of his visit 
to London with the Empress a few years 
previous to his ascending the throne. 
wore a remarkably handsome white Hus- 
sar uniform with scarlet facings heavily 
embroidered with gold, with fur collar and 
trimmings, and the short pelisse (I believe 
this is the right term) such as was abol- 
ished in the English Hussar uniforms 
about the time of the. Crimea, hanging 
from his shoulders. This was the same 
uniform as was worn by the Grand Duke 
Serge when riding in that brilliant cor- 
tege of princes of all nations, which es- 
corted the Queen on the occasion of her 
jubilee in the summer of 1887, in the cen- 
ter of which was the late Emperor Fred- 
erick, then still Crown Prince of Prussta, 
in his white uniform, invoking cheer. after 
cheer from the London populace. 

The ball opened with a polonaise, in 
which the whole imperial family took 
part, besides all the Ambassadors and 
other great personages. Most Russian 
dances are very lively, the mazurka es- 
pecially so, and very graceful when well 
performed. The cotilion is always an im- 
portant feature, and there are also other 
somewhat similar dances, but bearing 
other names. The waltz is as fashionable 
in Russia as anywhere else. A gentleman 
who is known to dance well is sélected as 
dirigeur or leader for the evening, and 
superintends every dance that takes 
place. At the first court ball the dancing 
is usually rather quiet and stiff, the eti- 
quette being strictly maintained, so to 
speak, instead of the free and easiness of 
the smaller and more select dances, which 
are attended by a few hundreds of the 
aristocracy ard official classes of the high- 
est order, all of whom are on intimate 
terms with one another. 

Supper oe served at midnight in two 
rooms. In the middle of the largest .of 
these, the table was raised at the center 
on a platform of scarlet cloth. Round it 
sat the whole of the imperial family, with 
the chief Secretaries of State, the Ambas- 
sadors and their wives. Branching from 
each side of this table there were two long 
wing-tables stretched out toward each end 
of the hall, the whole resplendent in 
massive gold plate, Sevres porcelain and 
delicate hot-house flowers. There was no 
confusion, each guest having an allotted | 
place; we, ourselves, felt highly honored 
by having our seats close to the imperial 
gable. The imperial circle go to supper in 
procession, the Empress leading the way 
with the Emperor, and the pages bearing 
the trains as at their entrance to the ball. 
The Emperor, after conducting his consort 
to her seat, remains standing with his 
brothers and equerries in the middle of 
the room until all the guests have en- 
tered. Then they walk round the supper- 
tables in turn to see that every guest is 
properly seated, the Emperor being the 
last to take his seat at the raised table. 
Such is the true hospitality of the Rus- 
sian court. 

Just as the seats were 80 admirably ar- 
ranged, the supper was served with order 
and precision. The tables, which, by the 
way, were not connected with the royal 
table, were arranged with silver instead 
of gold ee but there was no distinction 
as regards the profusion of floral decora- 
tions. The several courses were served 
very muchas at dinner, the waiting was

After supper the entértainment was 
over, and we descended to the inner ball, 
where all the foot were in waiting, 
holding the iddies’ big fur cloaks and 
warmly-lined Russian overshoes, the lat- 
ter being a necossity from the fact that 
we had to walk several yards the 
snow to our carriages.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 26.—The marine 
insurance men in this city and their at- 
torney” at Sacramento, L. L. Bromwell, 
‘have been asked by the grand jury to ex- 
plain how a change in a bill now pending 
before the Legislature was brought 
about. . 

Early in the session of the Legislature 
it was announced that Insurance Commis- 
sioner Higgins had prepared two or three 
bills which would more effectively regu- 
late the underwriting business in this 
State.

$200,000. This bill, A it had been made a 
law, would have affected very few fire in- 
surance companies, but would have term- 
inated the existence in the State of nearly 
a score of minor companies of foreign 
birth. Among these companies are several 
having headquarters in Germany, four in 
China, one in Japan, two in Switzerland, 
one in Italy, one in France and othets in 
other countries. 

‘The marine companies paid an assess- 
ment from $100 to $200 each. The sum 
is said to have been given to Bromwell, 
who acted as lobbyist. The bill passed 
is practucally killed by a change in the 
wording by adding flre. —that 
fire company shall do business. It is said 
the grand jury will indict many prominent 
insurance men in connection with the 
amended bill.

For three days it has been apparent 
that grave trouble was brewing. The city 
had deen fiberally placarded with notices 
that ex-Prlest Slattery and his wife, de- 
scribed ad AM er nun, would lecture here 
on Catholicism. Members of the Ancient 
Order of ‘Hivernians: at once took steps 
to prevent their appearance here. Peti- 
tions W. circulated asking Mayor 
Meyers to ‘refuge. permission to the ex- 
priest to Hold his lecture. The petitions 
said that if Slattery was allowed to speak 
there would be disorder and riot. About 
500 persona. signed the petition. Wher it 
was presented to the Mayor by a commit- 
tee of twelve Catholics, including the 
presidents ‘Of two divisions of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians be handed them a 
Written opinion from the Corporation At- 
torney to the effect that he, as Mayor, 
had no power to abridge the right of 
speech guaranteed by the Constitution of 
the United States and Georgia.

When 
Slattery arrived the mob had not assumed 
large enough proportions to cope with the 
police. By 8 o’clock a howling mob of 
over 1500 people surrounded the hall. In 
the hall there was an audience of about 
1000, including a number of ladies. The 
lecture had hardly begun before brickbats 
and cobblestones began to rain on the 
windows. The police had closed all the 
heavy inside shutters, thus saving the 
audience from injury, only two or three 
being injured by falling glass. The rest 
of the police force was called out and fifty 
men were soon in front of the hall. The

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The annual 
session of the National Council of Women 
was held today.

‘se Bernum Robbins of Michigan; first re- 
cording secretary, Emeline Burkngame 
Cheney of Maine; second recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. Helen Finley Bristol of Quincy, 
III.; treasurer, Hannah J. Bailey of Maine.

_GOVERNMENT ORDERS A 
LOT OF MULES RELEASED. 


Proposed Through Line of Steamers 
tween New Orleans and Tam- 
pico— Defeat of Rebels 

in Colombia. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 26.— The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has wired fhstruc- 
tions to the. customs authopities at Ta- 
bachula, Chiapas, for the release of 200 
head of mules which have been delayed at 
that point for some time by order of the 
government. The stock belongs to the 
American contracting firm of Park & 
Thornton, who are at present engaged in 
constructing the Guatemala Northern 
Railroad in Guatemala, where the animals, 
which were purchased in this country, 
are urgently needed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Senate 
has given another day to the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bill without completing it 
aud without taking the vitai points con- 
cerniag financial legislation up. The im- 
portant feature of the day was a short, 
sharp, decisive contest on the sugar 
bounty question, resulting in the success 
of the bill advocating the payment of the 
bounty prematurely cut off by the enact- 
ment of the tariff law. The proposed 
bounty aggregates $5,200,000. Mr. Mitchell 
gave it as his belief that it would reach 
$8,000,000. A point of order was made 
against the amendment but the Senate 
voted it was not in order by 40 to 13. 
After that the success of the bounty prop- 
osition was assured although efforts were 
made to load it down with free silver 
amendments and other propositions. In 
the course of the debate Mr. Gorman 
warned the Senate that the bounty pro- 
vision would add to existing deficiencies, 
which, he said, would reach $60,000,000 for

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Routine mat- 
ters on the floor of the House were over- 
shadowed in interest today by the initia- 
tion of a brisk movement to secure a ma- 
jority of the Democratic members in favor 
of a financial policy having free silver 
for its keynote. For some time there has 
been u discussion carried on by the free- 
silver leaders of the party over the prac- 
_ticability. of a plan to unite their forces 
and crystallize their ideas into some sort 
of a platform or declaration. The net re- 
sult has been the draft of a declaration 
addressed to the Democrats of the United 
States,“ and outlining a financial policy 
for the Democratic party. This paper 
has been circulated on the Democratic 
side of the House and is being vigorously 
discussed with the object of obtaining 
the consensus of opinion of silver Demo- 
crats upon its expressions. The chief in- 
stigators of the movement are Messrs. 
Bland of Missouri, Bryan of Nebraska, 
‘Sibley of Pennsylvania and Coffeen of 
Wyoming. Their paper is at present dut 
a tentative expression, they say, and not 
vet in form for publication, since none of 
Its details have been definitely agreed upon. 
In substance it states the financial policy 
of the party to be for the free coinage of 
gold and silver on terms of equality at 
the ratio of 16 to 1; for the issue of all 
paper money by the government without 
intervention of banks and in opposition 
to any issue of interest-bearing bonds 
without authority of special act of Con- 
gress. Attention is éalled to a movement 
said to be under way through the efforts 
of the opponents of free silver in the 
party to secure the election of gold men 
as delegates to party conventions and 
Particularly to the next national conven- 
tion for the nomination ‘6f a single-gold- 
standard man for the Presidency. Demo- 
crats are charged to oppose the movement 
and to see to it that none but free-silver 
men are elected to positions of influence in 
the party to represent them in all con- 
ventions. 

If the support of a majority of the party 
in Congress can be pledged to a financial 
platform it is intended to issue the mani- 
festo to the Democrats of the United 
States within a few days. At present 
the declaration is in but a formulative 
stage, Mr. Bryan says, and it is intended 
to secure the views of members and make 
such changes in it as the majority of 
them may dictate. There is a possibility 
that they may not be able to agree upon 
any form of address because of the diver- 
sity of opinion which has developed today 
in the details of the statement. b

SECOND SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—SENATE—A 
financial discussion was imminent when the 
Senate met today. The rapid work done 
at the session last night had cleared away 
most of the formal matter preceding the 
important provision for issuing $100,000,000 
of certificates of indebtedness to relieve 
we treasury deficiencies.

Mr. Voorhees asked 
that the amendment go to the Appropria- 
tions Committee for speedy action in order 
that it be acted upon as a part of the 
pending Sundry Civil Bill, and this refer- 
ence was made. . 

“Is it expected that Senate commission- 
ers will be chosen before the adjourn- 
ment?“ asked Mr. Hawley (Rep.) of Con- 
necticut. 

“That is the understanding, I believe,“ 
responded Mr. Voorhees. : 

The Sundry Civil Bill was then taken 
up.

It provides 
$238.289 for the bounties earned prior to 
August 28, 1894, at 2 cents per pound for 
sugar up to 90 deg. by the polariscope, 
and at 1% cents per pound for sugars over 
80 and under 90 deg. It further provides 
$5,000,000 for bounties at the rate of eight- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound on sugar pro- 
duced from August 1, 1894, to June 30, 1895. 

Mr. Mills gave notice of a point of order 
against the sugar amendment when the 
debate closed. : 

Mr? Manderson supported the amend- 
ment, urging the great expense incurred 
by beet-sugar producers in anticipation of 
the bounty. The telegraphic petitions from 
New Orleans were read during the con- 
- sideration of the bounty amendment. The 
banks and business men urged that they 
had given credit of $20,000, in the faith 

that the government policy as to the 
bounty would be retained. 

The point of order against the sugar 
bounty amendment was then submitted to 
the Senate. and by a decisive vote the

What the Minority Report Has to 
Say About It. : 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The mem- 
bers of the House Pacific Railway Commit- 
tee who are opposed té the second bill 
for settling the debt of the Union and

Central Pacific companies, have presented 


to the House a minority report discussing 
the defects of the bill from their point of 
view. The report is signed by Representa- 
tives Snodgrass of Tennessee, Harris of 
Kansas and Cooper of Wisconsin. The re- 
port says: 

„We call attention to the following fatal 
defects of the bill. While ostensibly pro- 
viding for the payment of the principal 
of the subsidy bonds amounting to $64,- 
623,512, it really gives to the debtor com- 
panies an option which they may or may 
not accept, and during which time the 
burdens of providing for the payment of 
all sums, principal and interest which may 
fall due, is thrown upon the govern- 
ment. Should the propositions of the bill 
be accepted by the debtor companies, it 
will result in the transfer of the lien 
which the government holds as to the 
principal of the debt to parties whose in- 


| terest will be entirely antagonistic to the 


government in the final payment of the 
net interest advanced, amounting to the 
sum of $75,712,429, which is, by the terms 
of the bill, expressly relegated to a third 
place as a security which will be in 
effect no security whatever as there will 
be superior to the government claim the 
sum of $129,247,047, one-half drawing 5 
per cent., and one-half 4 per cent., all of 
which would be managed so as to destroy 
any possibility af the ultimate pay- 
ment of the government interest.“ Other 
objections mentioned are that the sink- 
ing fund must be kept intact for 
twelve months and payment made by the 
government on the interest and principal 
of the bonds that fall due, that companies 
may declare dividends before they ‘have 
paid the debt to the United States, a men- 
tion of the terms is admitted in provisions 
for a new mortgage, that permission is 
given to “portions” of the Union Pacific to 
be acquired by other corporations; that all 
the companies are not required to comply 
with the provisions of the bill, and, 
finally, that it amounts to an extension 
to the companies of one year on their 
debts.

IN SEARCH OF REALF. 


WELL KNOWN IN BASTERN LIT- 
ERARY CIRCLES. 


Story of His Suicide—He Served 
During the Civil War on the 
Staff of Gen. John F. 
Miller.

OAKLAND, Feb. 26.—During the past 
two weeks some English tourists visiting 
California have been making inquiries con- 
cerning the fate of Col. Richard Realf, of 
whom they have heard no word since 1878. 
Realf's memory is cherished in literary 
circles in the Bast and England, but in 
California his name is known to but a 
few, and in Oakland, where he died, he 
has been utterly forgotten. Even the bare 
record of his suicide is not to be found 
in the usual documents. His grave is un- 
marked and unknown, and his disappointed 
friends returned to San Francisco last 
night. 
Richard Realf was born in Uchfield, near 
Lewes, Sussex, England, in 1834, and came 
to America in 1854. He made his home in 
Western Pennsylvania, and a quarter of a 
century ago his poems found favor in ‘he 
East. In 1866 the Atlantic Monthly pub- 
lished An Old Man's Idyl,” by Realf, 
which Clarence Steadman quotes in his

LONDON, February 26.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Robert L. Everett, Liberal, 
moved in the House of Commons the 
bimetalic resolution which was approved 
on Friday last by the Parliament- 
ary Committee of the Rimetallic League. 
The résolution in substance was that 
“this body regards with increasing appre- 
hension the constant fluctuations and 
growing divergence in the relative value of 
gold and silver, and heartily concurs in 
the recént expression of opinion upon the 
part of the government of France and the 
government and Parliament of Germany 
in regard to the serious evils resulting 
therefrom. It, therefore, urges upon the 
govermment, the desirability of co-op- 
rating with other nations in an interna- 
tional conference to consider what meas- 
ures can be taken to mitigate these evils. 

Henry Chaplain, Conservative, seconded 
the resolution and presented the situation 
of India as proving the necessity of an 
international understanding on the sub- 
ject. He urged the government to reopen 
the. Indian mints provided the other 
powers reopened theirs and to give every 
facility for promoting the increased use 
of silver in England, short of changing 
her own standard. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt admitted 
that the question was a grave one, but 
denied that the distress in husbandry was 
due td the demonetization of silver. Hus- 
bandry was never in a more ruinous state 
tham during the period when the duality of 
silver and gold existed, and he was as 
convinced of the value of monometallism 
as Mr. Chaplain of the value of bimet- 
allism. He reviewed the negotiations with 
the United States which led to the Brus- 
sels conference and said the British re- 
fusal to discuss the pfoposal to open the 
mints of the various countries for the 
coinage of silver was the position adopted 
by the present government and he hoped 
it would be adopted 
government. The plan of the late govern- 
ment, however, had agreed to consider 
what measure could be taken to increase 
the use of silver in the cutrency between 
nations. The resolution was abandoned 
owing to the opposition of the other dele- 
gates and the result of the conference 
was that the great majority of delegates 
agreed in favor of a monometallic cur- 
rency and a gold standard. *

Citizens, especially those who are heavy 
taxpayers, are taking a greater than usual 
amount of interest in the proposed bond 
issue for municipal improvements, in- 
cluding park enlargement, tunneling, etc. 
There is a general disposition to recognize 
the fact that Los Angeles is destined to 
become one of the large cities of the coun- 
try, and that before very long; that, 
therefore, it would not be wise to be nig- 
gardly in appropriating money for neces- 
sary and desirable improvements. At the 
same time it is insisted that there should 
be no unnecessary extravagance. In the 
past it has been too much the rule to 
look upon a municipal improvement as 
legitimate game for all those who hunt in 
the municipal preserves, together with their 
friends and acquaintances. During the 
past few years the people have been edu- 
cated on the subject of municipal govern- 
ment, and: they are beginning to ask why 
a piece of work that is done for the city 
should cost 50 per cent. more than when 
it is done for a private individual, and 
then not be half as well done. 

There appears to be an impression that 
there is a little job on hand in connec- 
tion with one section of the park improve- 
ment scheme, at this may be gath- 
ered from the following paragraph in The 
Investor, the writer of which evidently 
refers to something definite which has 
come to his knowledge: 

“It is a singular thing that the Finance 
Committee of the Council. after giving 
favorable attention to the committees that 
waited upon it, urging the submission to 
the people of a proposition to vote for a 
library and museum building, should sud- 
denly. veer round and decide to recom- 
mend that the matter be not included in 
the forthcoming bond election. The 


cilmen Stockwell, Blanchard and Snyder, 
who are each individually believed to be 
favorable to submitting the library and 
museum building proposition to a vote of 
the people. But another member of the 
Council, whose ‘pull’ appears to be far- 
reaching, does not want to endanger his 
pet scheme of getting money voted for 
the parks, especially Westlake. We hesi- 
tate to believe any report that this Coun- 
cilman has an interest in the sale of lands 
to be acquired for enlarging the latter 
named park, but if we find that such is 
the case we shall not fail to give the 
facts. In the meantime the failure of the. 
Finance, Committee to recommend the 
public-building proposition remains with= 7 
out explanation.“ 


As mentioned in the market report of 
The Times yesterday, hay still keeps up 
in price in a manner that is quite remark- 
able, considering. the amount of good 
pasture that is available and the near ap- 
proach of the time when new hay will 
be on thé market. One reason for this 
continued firmness in the price of hay 
is the fact that the two heavy rains 
which we have had found a large amount 
of hay exposed to the weather and it was 
thus spoiled. Some persons estimate the 
amount of hay thus damaged at one- 
half of the old crop available in Southern 
California. This is another exemplification 
of the careless, easy-going habits of South- 
erm California farmers. The climate is so 
mild that they seem to think that here is 
absolutely no need of protection- 
ever, either for animals or crops, or farm 
implements. Nine-tenths of the California 
farming is of such a wasteful character 
as to shock the Bastern farmers, and yet 
after Dastern men have been here a little 
time they generally acquire much the same 
habits as those of the old Californians. 


: Today’s New York orange quotations 
are worthy of more than à passing no- 
tice. Floridas are quoted all the way from 
$1 to $3 a box. These figures clearly indi- 
cate there is a large quantity of inferior 
Florida fruit on that market. The pre- 
sumption is that the lower figure means 
the price at which Florida oranges dam- 
aged by frost are offered. Should this 
be the case it is not unfair to say that 
some efforts should be made by the New 
York Board of Health to stop the sale 
of the damaged fruit, on the grotind of 
its positive danger to public health and 
especially so to the children of poor 
families, who, by the low price at which 
such fruit will be offered by hucksters, 
will be tempted to buy it. pre- 
sumption is affirmed by the further fact 
indicated on the price of California or- 
anges in the same market they being 
quoted at from $3.25 to $3.50 a box, and 
which is not more than good oranges are 
worth. There is a danger in these low- 
priced Florida oranges that ought to be 
investigated by the local authorities in 
New York and if they decline to do so 
it might be a matter for the Federal au- 
thorities to take a look into. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

C. A. Sumner of the Metropolitan Oil 
Company has an interesting relic of early 
days in the shape of a stock certificate of 
the Santa Cruz (Cal.) Petroleum Oil-works 
Company, which was incorporated on June 
24, 1863, and is said to have been the first 


company incorporated for the purpose of 
boring for oil in the United States, no 
corporation having been formed in Penn- 
sylvania up to that date. The capital 
stock was $1,250,000, in shares of $100 
each. The company was organized by R. 
C. Whiting and F. H. Mellus, father of 
J. Mellus, the well-known grain dealer of 
this city. In conversation with the latter 
gentleman he told how in the early fifties 
his father, in company with Capt. Ban- 
ning and others, bored for oil just beyond 
Westlake Park to 4 depth of from 200 to 
300 feet, at a. cost of some $25,000, every- 
thing being very expensive at that time. 
They found oil all the way down, but not 
in sufficient quartity to make it a paying 
proposition, and before they go fur- 
ther their boring apparatus was stuck in 
the hole, and having no modern appliances, 
they could not get it out. They had suffi- 
cient gas in the well to be able to burn it.

adequate facilities the public is greatly 
inconvenienced. 

The large transient population which 
is constantly in our midst nécessitates 
a@ larger business in the general deliv- 
ery and the postal money order de- 
partments than is common in Cities of 
the size of Los Angeles. It is a matter 
of daily occurrence for persons to wait 
ten, fifteen and twenty minutes for 
service at either of these departments. 
This is a hardship to which the public 
ought not to be subjected. It is only 
one out of several instances of the in- 
adequacy of our postal facilities. 

The fault does not lie with the man- 
agement of the postoffice, but with the 
lack of facilities. Postmaster Van 
_ Dusen undoubtedly does the best he 
ean with the agencies he has at his 

disfosal. What is needed is a larger 
building and an increased number of 


aasistants. Our representatives in the 


next Congress should endeavor to se- 
eure a liberal . appropriation for this 


purpose. Los Angeles is destined to be 
ad large city in the near future. A new 


Federal building will certainly have 
to be built within the next few years 
unless the present one is enlarged, and 
the sooner the work of extension is be- 


gun the better. When the building is 


remodeled it should be for future as 
well as for present needs. Provisions 
should be made for a city of at least 
200,000 population. 


POSTAGE STAMPS GALORE. 


For some time past a number of 
kind-hearted business men of this city, 
and other beneyolently disposed An- 
gelenos, have been collecting old post- 
age stamps on the “chain plan.”

Quarrying Granite by Fire. 


At Bangalore in Southern India, granite 
slabs as large as sixty by forty feet and 
half a foot thick are quarried by means 
of wood fires, A narrow ue of fire, about

A large number of 
the sheep which were fotind to be dis- 
eased, had been quarantined, In such 
cases as this, if the sheep were to be 
butchered, it would be very difficult to as- 
certain, without a microscopic inspection, 
that there was anything wrong with the 
meat. 

The resolution was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

An ordinance calling an election for the 
purpose of submitting to voters the ques- 
tion of refunding a portion of the bonded 
indebtedness of the city was then pre- 
sented and passed. ; 

The election is called for Thursday, 
March 21. The bonds are to date from 
May 1 next, and are to run for forty 
years. They are to be payable semi-an- 
nually in New York, the accrued interest 
and one-fortieth of the principle to be 
paid each year.

The Finance 
lows: 

“Your Finance Committee beg leave 
‘to report in the matter of calling an elec- 
tion for the issuance of bonds for the 
erection of school-houses and other pub- 
lic improvements, and the communica- 
tion of F. J. Cooper, as follows: 

We are advised that legal complications 
may ensue if a vote is taken upon the 
question of issuing bonds for the erec- 
tion of schoolhouses, extension of parks, 
and the purchase of land for headworks, 
under the same proceedings, and that any 
attempt to stop the issuance of bonds upon 
such grounds would prevent the issuance 
of school bonds for a period of several 
months, thereby materially crippling the 
facilities of the school department. , 

“We therefore recommend that the 
City Attorney be fustructed to prepare and 
present an ordinance declaring the in- 
tention of the Council to call an election 
to vote upon the question of issuing 8306. 
000 worth of school improvement bonds, 
and that the question of issuing bonds 
for headworks, park improvements and ex- 
tensions, be left to further consideration. 

“We further recommend that these 
bonds be issued to bear interest at the 
rate of 4% per cent. per annum, payable 
semi-annually in gold. 

“Your committee is in possession of in- 
formation which leads us to believe that 
a 4 per cent. bond will sell for a suf- 
ficient amount to make up the difference 
between the increased amount of interest 
and the proposition submitted by Mr. 
Cooper, whereby the city would agree to 
pay a commission of $10,000 for the plac- 
ing of this issuance of bonds.” Adopted.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 26.—(Special Oorre- 
spondence.) Vice-President Sauer of the 
San Diego, Pacific and Dastern Railroad 
said to the Times correspondent yester- 
day that it was the purpose of his com- 
pany to obtain the franchise from the city 
for a.terminus for the proposed road by 
way of Mission Valley, Old Town and the 
bay front almost parallel to the Southern 
California road.

substantial subsidies obtained. To insure 
the stockholders t the manipulation 
of the stockjobber, the incorporators have 
wisely provided against any bonded or 
other indebtedness, and have decided that 
500 shares is the highest number that any 
one can own, and no man is to, be em- 
ployed excepting he be a stockholder, and 
the officers are to be selected from men 
In actual service on the road, If the pro- 
joct receives the support it should at the 
hands of the employees of the railroads of 
tlie country, there will be a living example 
cf what labor can do which will be an im- 
provement. over strikes or arbitration. 
Why should the railroad men not own and 
operate their own roads? In order to 
succeed the railroad employees of the 
whole country must rally to the project. 
If one-fourth of all the employees will 
contribute 50 cents per month this road 
will be built, and they will do even bet- 
ter than this if they fully understand that 
it is in the hands of their friends. If they 
Will unite and respond success is sure. 
San Diego is the natural gateway on the 
“Pacific Coast between the United States 
- and all the €entral and South American 

and Asiatic ¢gountries, and this road when 
completed will be the most important rail- 
road property in the United States, and 
one that will shorten the distance across 
the continent twenty-four hours.

PROBABLE REASON FOR THEIR 


COLLECTION. 


Miss Edna R. Brown of Kaneville, 


III., Starts the Ball Rolling and 
it Has Assumed Alarm- 
ing Proportions. 


For some time past a number of prom- 
iment business men of this city have been 
quietly, but persistently, engaged in the 
somewhat unbusiness-like occupation of 
collecting canceled postage stamps. As 
many of them were known to have little 


or no sympathy for the philatelic craze 


their actions naturally created surprise 


among their intimates. When questioned, 


however, they explained that they were 
merely collecting a few old stamps to 
oblige friends, from whom they had re- 


ceived requests to do so. What object their 


friends had in view in collecting the 
stamps many were unable to explain, 
while others intimated that there was a 
benevolent object in the collection. 

While it by no means follows that the 
stamps being collected in this city are for 
the same purpose, it is not at a im- 
probable that the following little story, re- 
cently published by a Texas paper, may 
throw some light upon the subject:

WHAT IS. GOING ON IN THAT 
GREAT FIELD. 


Steep Mountain Railways—The Auto- 
matic Telephone Exchanges— 
Grappling Submarine 

ot. Cables. 


e YORK, Feb. 2.—(Special Corre- 
ependence.) It is a well known fact that at 
comparatively slight grades, steam loco- 
motives cease to be effective; hence the 
necessity for curves, cuts and fills, tun- 
nels, etc. Electric car motors labor under 
similar disadvantages, but are able to 
grapple with with much steeper grades 
than are possible with steam. Where, 
however, the electric motor on the car 
ceases to. be available, the strange flexi- 
bility of electric methods comes into play 
and the motor need only be attached to 
‘cable winding mechanism at the end of the 
plane in order to do its work of transpor- 
tation equally well. We have one such 
road in America, that on Mt. Lowe in Cal- 
ifornia, where electric power runs à ca- 
ble incline as well as a couple of long 
sections of regular trolley road. In Swit- 
xerland there are tree admirable examples 
of cable traction by electric motor, the 
power station that furnishes the current 
in each case utilizing waterfalls. One of 
these interesting roads is the Burgenstock, 
whose summit level is 2884 feet above the 
sea. Another is that on the famous Monte 
Salvatore, 2900 feet high, the rise being 
2000 feet in a length of one and one-fifth 
miles. The road on the Sanserhorn 
climbs an altitude of not less than 6200 
feet above sea level. It is worked in three 
sections, with a motor and motor station 
at each. The same power-house that op- 
erates the Burgenstock road runs this also, 
but supplies currents of a higher voltage 
for the purpose. The efficiency on all these 
roads is about 60 per cent. As compared 
with haulage by other systems, they show 
a saving in car weight of about 50 per cent. 
The full carload with thirty-six passengers 
in ordinary cable traction in Switzerland, 
weighs from twelve to fifteen tons. The 
average cost of construction of the Swiss 


cable railways on the old plan was $205,- 


000 per mile; on the new electrical plan 
it comes out at only $120,000 per mile. 
The working expenses on the old lines 
range between 60 and 80 per cent., whereas 
the electrics are worked at but 45 per cent. 
of the receipts. Moreover, the grades are 
now worked up to 62 per cent., and the 
length of the incline has been gradually 
increased up to 4500 yards; while on the 
steep Stanserhorn it has actually been 
found entirely feasible and safe to dispense 
with the rack rail. A rapid extension of 
these modern methods in Switzerland and 
other mountainous parts of Europe has be- 
gun. 
AUTOMATIC TELEPHONE EXCHANGES. 
On its face, the statement appears dis- 
putable, but it is nevertheless true that 
under existing methods the ee a tele-

want now makes itself felt with double 
sharpness, while the greater freedom of 
the art of telephony from patent control 
invites renewed attempts to devise auto- 
matic-exchange systems. Some of these 
new methods are highly ingenious, to say 
the least. In one of them, operating on 
what may be called the percentage ba- 
Sis,. the telephone-exchange apparatus is 
divided into groups, proportioned to the 
length of time they will be in use when 
active. This allows many signals to fol- 
low each other in rapid succession over 
the same divisions of the system, in a 
manner somewhat analogous to the pass- 
age of trains over a railroad using the 
block system, where a large number of 
trains may be on the same Une, and 
yet no two are on the came block. The 
idea is worked out with the aid of some 
entirely new apparatus, which dispenses 
with much of the human labor heretofore 
employed, and, therefore, tends in the 
direction of economy. Other new systems 
are aimed more especially at providing 
telephone service in offices and buildings, 
and enable persons to call up each other 
without the intervention of a central 
switchboard at all. Hundreds of build- 
ings have been equipped on such lines 
the past twelve months. 

HiiGH-VOLTAGE RAILWAY WORK. 
The limit of pressure heretofore set in 
street-railway trolley service has been 
about five hundred volts, because above 
that figure it is not quite certain that any- 
body who should receive the current ac- 
cidentally would remain alive to tell all 
about it. But where electricity is ap- 
plied to main roads, taking the place of 
steam, a work that has already begun, 
there is no good reason, it is argued, why 
the lower pressure should be adhered to 
when, by raising the voltage, the amount 
of copper in the circuits can be enor- 
mously reduced, and other economies can 
also be effected in certain parts of the 
equipment. Steam roads have their right- 
of-way, their tracks are not invaded by ail 
manner of outside traffic, and it would be 
both easy and safe to apply the higher 
voltage to them. Indeed, it is proposed 
to use not less than one thousand volts 
on each of the sections between New York 
and Philadelphia, when the line is finished 
of which so many links are even now com- 
plete.. The chief difficulty will come up 
in insulating the motors to carry the 
higher tension without breaking down,

ELECTRO-CHEMICAL PROGRESS IN 
1894 


Outside of electro-plating and electrical 
deposition of metals, the utilization of 


electricity in chemistry has not been very 


important until recent years, and 
are inclined to look upon 1894 as on 
starting point in that branch of industry. 
James Swinburne Says that chlorate of 
potash is now being made electrolytically 
from muriate of potash.

ARC LAMPS AND SMELLS. . 

Recent investigations confirming casual 
notes made through many years past go 
to prove that the rays of the are light 
have a decided therapeutic valye, and 
that the naked are, i. e., without R glass 
globe, may be a very useful disiffecting 
agent in hospital wards and places where 
the rays can be projected directly on the 
organisms. Some years ago experiments 
were made in this way in the Paris sewers 
with the result that considerable purify- 
ing action was noted. Dr. Margaret 
Cleaves, reporting “on these facts, tells 
how she once dispersed the odors from re- 
fuse barrels near her office door by switch- 
ing on an arc light for half an hour and 
going away. When she came back the 
atmosphere which had been unbearable 
had become perfectly pure, although else- 
where in the house where the arc light 
could not have any effect, the bad smell 
of garbage still persisted. Any one who 
has frequented arc-light stations must 


around it, caused by the generation of 
the current. In some of Nikola Tesla's 
wonderful experiments with high tension 
currents a remarkable quantity of ozone 
is given off, and care has, in fact, to be 
exercised not to ozonize the air too much 
in this way. Sunlight is a great disin- 
fectant and purifier, and as electric light 
approximates to it one can understand 
something of this power to arrest bacte- 
rial development and to sterilize sources 
of infection and corruption. While this 
is true of the aro light which burns in 
the open air, the incandescent lamp has 
another distinct advantage over ordinary 
illuminants in the fact that there is no 
combustion going on inside it, and that 
it, therefore, does not consume the oxy- 
gen of the air and vitiate the atmosphere. 


the incandescent—can be used in giving 
patients a bath of light, with a result 
equivalent to a combined light and vapor 
bath. The skin is browned as if by sun- 
burn, and the effect is described as most 
salutary.

Running out a new cable into the still 
depths of ocean is a delicate and ticklish 
job, but when it comes to bringing up a 
section for repairs after it has lain for 
years subject to all manner of ‘deleterious 

by earthquake, silting, accumula- 
tion of debris, corrosion and strain across 
valleys and chasms, ‘the skill demanded 
is of the highest order. The apparatus 
has also to be at once sensitive and 
strong. As is generally known, the re- 
pairing steamer proceeds to the point where 
calculation shows the break or damage 
to have happened, and then lowers a 
grapnel which it slowly drags across the 
route of the cable at right angles. As 
soon as a tension on the grapnel rope is 
noted, due to catching the cable it has 
hooked, great paims have to be taken 
lest the precious treasure trove slip off 
at any stage of its journey up to daylight. 
Special grapnels have been devised for 
this important work. In one of the latest 
the prongs project a hood like the 
claws of a crab or turtle. Should 
of them come in contact with rock on 
the bottom of the sea, they recede within 
the shield sufficiently. to let the pnel 
slide over the obstruction. The writer has 
seen chunks of prehistoric granite’ as 
big as one’s fist brought up by a clogged 
grapnel from more than a_ thousand 
fathoms of water. In this new grapnel, 
the prong, if it has hooked a bight of 
cable will still hold on when it retracts 
into the shell. Another form of the same 
hooded grapnel is made flat and round, 
rather than broad, so that it may be 
dragged through mud and ooze without 
banking it up so as to offer resistance.

TYPEWRITER AND TELEGRAPH. 
Great Benefit that One Has Become 
to the Other. 
(Chicago Tribune:) Among the number- 
less patents owned by the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph companies probably 
there is none which covers the essential 
features of the typewriter. Yet it is some- 
times asserted this machine has proved 
of more value to the companies than 
some of their most costly inventions. 
Within fifteen years it has marked a revo- 
lution in the operation of telegraphing 
in that it has added 50 per cent. and more 
to the capacity of the wires. It has done 
this by making transmission at a greatly 
increased speed a possibility. 
A decade and a half ago there were a 
few remarkable operators in the country 
who could copy thirty-five to forty words 
a minute for a stretch of time. There 
were a larger number whose capacity was 
limited to thirty words. That meant about 
forty private messages and 1800 words of 
newspaper dispatches an hour. It was 
and ts excellent work. It meant that 
from six to ten letters must be 
formed every second and that the nerves 
were to be kept in a tension. Men who 
could do this were regarded as first-class. 
Nowadays the expert operator who can 
manipulate a typewriter easily copies 2500 
words an hour. At a recent test in the 
Western Union office in this city 3000 
words were handled in an even sixty min- 
utes 


This tremendous speed is accomplished 
by the use of the telegrapher’s code. It 
is a fact that the fast senders“ in the 
country have always exceeded the number 
of receivers“ who could copy them. With 
the advent of the typewriter the positions 
were reversed. The “receiver” found he 
could copy sixty and even sevénty words 
a minute on the machine. That was far 
more than the “sender’’ could transmit, 
but the letter discovered he could partially 
overcome the disadvantage by abbreviat- 
ing words. There is a system of doing 
this in telegraphing. It is founded on 
phonetics, but is not governed by any 
rule, yet all o become familiar

How to Make Puff Paste. 


Put one pint of sifted pastry flour in 
bowl. From a cupful of nice butter take 
a piece as large as an egg: cut into the 
ficur; rub thoroughly. Pour ice water, a 
Mttle at a time, stirring it: into the flour 
until the dough is very hard. Divide but- 
ter into three parts. Take the dough on 
a floured board, roll without touching with 
the bands. Cut one of the three parts of 
butter in little bits; etrew over; dredge 
lightly with flour; begin at the nearest 
end; roll withcut pressing. Cut roll in 
three pieces and place these on top of 
each other having the cut ends come at 
the sides so as to have it in the same 
position as before. Press down with the 
rolling pin—roll .out again. Keep the 
position the same. Use the second portion 
of butter and then the third in exactly 
the same manner. Place in ice chest for a 
While. When you make the pies, press 
the down flat and roll out as before, 
£0 as to keep the layers right, that the 
pastry may puff up. Lay the bits left from 
each pie flat on top of each other instead 
of molding into a lump. This kind of 
pastry can be rolled very thin, and if 
baked in a quick oven will puff up to 
many times its original thickness. f

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 26.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The depositors of the 
Firet National Bank of San Bernardino 
are promised a dividend some time in 
April. The amount to be paid wil de- 
pend upon the report made by Receiver 
Roderick, who expects to get the report 
to Washington in March. Upon this re- 
port the Comptroller will order the pay- 
ment of a dividend, and the amount paid 
will depend upon the collections made in 
the mean time. So far these have been 
faivly satisfactory. A large number of 
securities are in process of tiquidation, 
and if the issues are satisfactory he will 
be able to report an amount on hand suffi- 
cient to pay a substantial dividend. 

‘, ANOTHBR CREAMERY SCHEME. 

Last summer a party representing a 
Chicago creamery supply company. visited 
San Bernardino for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a joint stock company to equip 
and operate a creamery; but not meeting 
with sufficient encouragement the enter- 
prise was abandoned. Lately J. Lawson, 


formerly of Arizona, where he success- 
fully ted a creamery, has been in- 
vesti the advisability of starung one 
here, and proposes a scheme that should 
succeed r. Lawson says that if the 


land lying idle along base line and in 
other localities in this vicinity should be 
planted to alfalfa, the product would easily 
feed enough cows to supply a large cream- 
ery and cheese factory. If the farmers 
will get together enough cows to justify it, 
he will.erect and equip a first-class cream- 
ery. This would keep money in this city 
which now goes to creameries in other 
parts of the State, and employ, directly 
and indirectly, several hundred people.

SHOULD NOT BE BURNED. 


COMMERCIAL VALUE OF LOS AN- 
GELES PETROLEUM. 


* 


The Proceeds of the Local Oil Wells 
Would be Multiplied Were 
the Output Otherwise 
Utilized. 


Men Norton Leete, Ph. D., of Scranton, 
Pa., a petroleum expert and author of a 
standard work on “Petroleum  Distilia- 
tion, is in the city. and has for the past 
few days been making investigattons rela- 
tive to the petroleum development in this 

The petroleum taken from the wells here, 
he says, is radically different from that 
obtained from the Pennsylvania wells. It 
has less naphtha, and practically no par- 
affine. It is, however, better in its lubri- 
cating qualities, and is very rich in as- 
phalt. Were the specific gravity of the 
Pennsylvania petroleum as low as that of 


owing to the large proportion ee 
which the former contains. 

The Los Angeles oil, he says, te of a 
greater commercial value here than that 
taken from wells 2 north in this 
State. The Los Angeles producers are, 
however, almost recklessly wasting the 
product of their wells. 

The petroleum being developed here is 
being used now altogether for fuel pur- 
poses, for which it is worth only 1% cents 
per gallon, whereas if it were to be used 
as it might be it would be worth many 
times as much. 

If the crude ofl were to be distilled, a 
distillate consisting of 75 per cent. of the 
crude product would be obtained, which 
could be used in the manufacture of H- 
luminating gas, for which purpose it is 
worth 7% cents per gallon. Gasoline and 
water are usually used for the manufac- 
ture of such gas, and one gailon of this 
distillate would go as far for the purpose 
as three gallons of gasoline. . 

If the crude oll were to be thus dis- 
tilled, the 75 per cent. referred to would 
then be utilized profitably in this city and 
vicinity, and mearly all of the remaining 
25 per cent. would be the finest quality of 
asphalt. 


This asphalt, as obtained from a recent 
test, Mr. Leete says is the finest he ever 
saw, and would be worth $20 per ton. 
The cost of separating the crude oil into 
the distillate and the asphalt would not 
be as much as 1 cent per gahon. 

The local production might be a number 
of times multiplied and yet the output 
would not be sufficient to glut the market 
with the distillate or the asphalt. The 
latter article, as obtained from Los An- 
geles crude oil, in fact, is too valuable for 
street-paving, it being particularly well 
adapted for use as a paint. 

Assuming, however, that the distillate 
should be produced in such large quanti- 
ties as to glut the market it could be 
refined, and as a result of such process 
30 per cent. of more of the crude oil 
would be taken out in the form of the 
commercial article known as white kero- 
sene oil, which is worth 10 cents per gal- 
lon at wholesale. Forty per cent. of the 
crude oil would, by the refining process, 
be separated in the form of lubricating 
ofl, which is worth 35 cents per gallon. 

There are still other purposes for which 
the erude petroleum could, by means of 
a refining process, be used. 
articles obtainable from it in paying 
quantities is the vaseline of commerce. 

The chemicals needed for the refining 
can be procured here as cheaply as they 
can be purchased in New York. The 
chemicals most used for this purpose are 
sulphuric acid and caustic soda, both of 
which are to be had at low prices from 
Pacific Coast manufacturers. The con- 
struction of the nécessary distillery and 
refining plant would not involve great ex- 
pense. 

The present local output ot 8 
Mr. Leete gives as his opinion, is ob- 
tained from what is known as the second- 
ary geological formation. He 
there js a much larger supply deeper in 
the éarth, and gives as a reason for such 
belief the presence of salt water in the 
Wells, which, he says, is an unfailing evi- 
a of larger quantities of oil further 

low. 

He would not, however, recommend the 
boring of wells deeper until the present 
supply has been exhausted, for the reason 
that such work has sometimes proved 
disastrous. 

Mr. Leete will be present at a meeting 
of the Oil Producers’ tion this 
morzing, and will make a report of his in- 
vestigations in and about this city.

SANTA MONICANS BID HIGH FOR 
THE VETERANS. 


The Next Encampment of the South- 
ern California Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation Will be Held at 

the Seaside City. 


The council of administration of the 
Southern California Veteran Encampment 
Association met yesterday afternoon in G. 
A.R. Hall, No. 612 South Spring street. 

Commander Sam Kutz presided, and, 
after a few remarks upon the business of 
the past year, and cordial thanks to the 
association for the many courtesies ex- 
tended to him, he formally introduced and 
installed the new commander, Capt. A. F. 
Dill of San Diego. 

After roll-call, the reply of Commander- 
in-chief Thomas G. Lawler of Illinois to 
the invitation of the S. C. V. A. to attend the 
coming encampment was read. The com- 
mander-in-chief will be present at the en- 
campment, if possible. 

The change of name from Southern Cali- 
fornia G.A.R. Encampment Association to 
Southern California Veteran Association 
was then discussed and approved; and the 
officers for the coming term were ap- 
pointed. 

The bids were then read, and that of 
the Santa Monica Board of Trade was ac- 
cepted, ta Monica being the most 
favorable ‘locality for the encampment. 
One thousand dollars in cash was offered 
by the Board of Trade, and this amount 
was declared to be at the disposal of Com- 
mander Dill, subject to the approval of the 
Finance Committee. 

Judge Advocate A. D. Campbell moved 
ihat a committee be appointed to confer 
with the Santa Monica Board of Trade 
about the cash appropriation to be made 
for the coming encampment, and recom- 
mended that the sum of $100 be paid down; 
and that the remainder be placed subject 
to the order of the Finance Committee, on 
or before August 1 next. It was so or- 
dered, and Commander A. F. Dill and 
Judge Advocate Campbell were appointed 
as a committee to confer with the Board 
of Trade upon the matter. 

A motion was then made by Capt. C. 
C. Brown that the Southern California 
Veteran Association incorporate as a legal 
body, and obtain a charter; but, after some 
discussion, the motion was lost. 

Col. John Brooker suggested that printed 
copies of the encampment register be made 
this year; and that a registration fee of 
10 cents be charged each member to cover 
expenses. The matter was taken under 
advisement. 

A motion to fix the time for the encamp- 
ment was next in order; and, after taking 


the interests of the fruit men and others 


into consideration, the ten days between 
the 5th and 15th of August were decided 
upon as the best season 

It was then moved that all the divisions 
of the Woman’s Relief Corps and the 
Ladies of the G.A.R. unite in one body, 
under the name of The Woman's Auxil- 
lary to the Southern California Veteran 
Association,’’ and there being no dissenting 
voice, it was so ordered.
